Denmark im­ 
ports from Germany goods to the value 
of not less than $:i5,000,000 annually, 
more than half as much as from all the 
rest of the world. 
Danes are urged to 
stop the importation of German manu­ 
factures, and the temper of the people 
is favorable to the proposition. 
An as­ 
sociation of merchants has been form­ 
ed in Copenhagen, 
the members of 
which are pledged to buy nothing that 
is imported from Germany. The threat 
is not lost on Germany. 
Berlin mer­ 
chants are tremendously stirred up 
over the prospect of losing so good a 
customer. 
Already Prince Hoheulohe, 
the imperial chancellor, has received

petitions— 
begging that the persecution

Schleswig Danes may be forbidden.

Louise Swan; his son, 
Jam es; 
Mr. 
Benjamin Durfe**, for a long tim e ae- 
KO*‘iatp(l with the senator In the finance 
com m ittee work at tin* capitol, and 
Col. IO. K. Chamberlain, an intimate 
friend. 
Senator Proctor w as In the 
house at ti)*' tim*', as were also sev­ 
eral other friends. 
The senator never t 
recovered from the unconscious state 
Into which he lapsed early in the day, 
and his death w as calm and pea**eful. 
The immediate 
cause of 
death was 
pneumonia, which developed from an 
attack of grippe contracted about a 
week ago. 
Tile venerable senator w as 
confined to his home but seven days. 
D espite his advanced age I)** attended 
to his senatorial duties faithfully and 
regularly went to th*' en plod. 
About 
ten days ago the weather was cold, 
raw and foggy, and 
his 
physician 
thinks that 
exposure 
to its rigors 
brought on the attack of grippe. The 
day before congress adjourned for the 
Christmas holidays 
til** senator was 
unable to lenve his residence. H e grew 
no bettor as the days went on, his low 
vitality, 
D u e to A d v a n c i n g A g e 
being unable to resist the disease. On 
Christmas 
night 
it 
developed 
into 
pneumonia, and from that tim e until 
the end ho sank steadily. 
N o definite 
funeral 
arrangements 
have 
been 
made. 
It is 
altogether 
likely that 
public services 
will be held in the 
senate chamber, but just when can­ 
not bo stated. 
The rem ains of Mrs. 
Morrill, w ho died during the present 
year. are now in a vault in liock Creek 
cemetery, near this city, and It may 
be that the senator’s body may be 
deposited there pending removal for 
Strafford, Vt., w here a vault is now in 
course of construction. 
In the death 
of Senator Morrill the senate loses its 
senior member in point of service and 
its oldest in age. 
He lins served con­ 
tinuously in tho senate for more than 
thirty-one years, and he w as eighty- 
eight years old 
on the 
14th of April 
last. 
W ith the single 
exception o f 
Hon. Galusha Grow, of the house of 
representatives, he was the only man 
In congress whose congressional career 
bogan prior to th e beginning of the 
Civil War, and he had the honor over

his congressional 
service had been continuous, covering 
in the senate and house combined al­ 
most forty-four 
years. 
Mr. Morrill 
w as a native of Vermont.

at tile first assem bling of that body 
after March 4, 1855.

These 
are required by God of nil, and they 
are illustrated by 
a man’s visitation 
of widows and fatherless In their af­ 
fliction, and also by a keeping of him­ 
self unspotted from the world. 


Newspaper correspondents in Berlin 
report that Denmark is beginning to 
retaliate upon Germany for the expul­ 
sion of King Christian's subjects from 
Northern Schleswig. The activity of 
the Prussian government since these 
evictions began has been unparalleled. 
Hundreds of persons—men, women and 
children of all ages—-have been forced 
to give up their homes and flee over 
the frontier Into the northern peninsu­ 
la. Germany, however, is not invul­ 
nerable, and the Danes know it. 
The 
Danish press is urging the striking of 
a blow at German trade. Denmark im­ 
ports from Germany goods to the value 
of not less than $35,000,000 annually, I 
more than half as much as from all the 
rest of the w’orld. 
Danes are urged to 
•top the importation of German manu­ 
factures, and the temper of tho people 
is favorable to the proposition. An as­ 
sociation of merchants has been form­ 
ed in Copenhagen, 
the members of 
which are pledged to buy nothing that 
Is imported from Germany. The threat 
Is not lost on Germany. Berlin mer­ 
chants are tremendously stirred up 
over the prospect of losing so good a 
customer. Already Prince lloheulohe, 
the imperial chancellor, has received 
•cores of communications—some of 
them 
numerously-signed 
petitions— 
begging that the persecution of 
the 
Schleswig Danes may be forbidden.

Ludlow, military governor of the city 
after Jan. I, and already six compan­ 
ies have been quartered in buildings

tary duty. Senor Fernandez de Castro 
hod informed Gen. Ludlow that the 
H avana constabulary were afraid to 
keep order unless they could rely upon 
the support of the American troops, 
and Gen. Ludlow immediately issued 
instructions to the American patrols 
when making arrests for misdemean­ 
ors to turn the offenders over to the 
ordinary civil authorities.

Ledochowskl, Vanutelll, 
Pietro, Gotti, Ferrata and Satolll, sub­ 
mitted to the holy father a lengthy re­

Morrill, the senior United States sen­ 
ator, from Vermont, died at 1:20 thifl- 
morning, in the eighty-ninth year of 
his age, after an illness of less than 
a week. With him at the time of bls 
death 
were 
his 
sister-in-law, Miss 
Louise Swan; his son, 
James; 
Mr. 
Benjamin Du’rfee, for a long time as­ 
sociated with the senator in the finance 
committee work at tile capitol, am! 
Col. E. 8. Chamberlain, an intimate 
friend. 
Senator Proctor w’as in the 
house at the time, as were also sev­ 
eral other friends. The senator never 
recovered from the unconscious state 
into which he lapsed early in the day, 
and his death was calm and peaceful. 
The immediate 
cause of 
death wa* 
pneumonia, which developed from an 
attack of grippe contracted about a 
week ago. Tile venerable senator was 
confined to his home but seven days. 
Despite his advanced age he attended 
to his senatorial duties faithfully and 
regularly wTent to the capitol. 
About 
ten days ago the weather was cold, 
raw’ and foggy, and 
his 
physician 
thinks that 
exposure 
to its rigors 
brought on the attack of grippe. The 
day before congress adjourned for th©

Morrill, who died during the present 
year, are now In a vault in Rock Creak 
cemetery, near this city, and it may 
be th at the senator’s body may be 
deposited there pending removal for 
Strafford, Vt., w here a vault is now in 
course of construction.

Frye

to hie 
committee 
room at tlTe capitol. 
Senator Davis 
will not talk at length of the treaty or 
the work of the commission at I*aris. 
lie said in answer to inquiries: 
“It has been extremely gratifying to 
learn that the American people gen­ 
erally approve tin* work of the peace 
commission. 
It 
often 
happened 
in 
Paris that after we had taken some 
important action we would not learn 
for ten or twelve days how it had been 
received by the people in this country. 
After an interval of ten or twelve days 
we would get the newspapers and for 
the first time see how our action had 
been accepted by the people. 
We are 
Inclined to feel satisfied and exceed­ 
ingly gratified with the apparent ap­ 
proval with which our lobors seem to 
have been received here. 
Our inter­ 
course with the Spanish commission­ 
ers from beginning to end was courte­ 
ous, and our parting was exceedingly 
friendly in manner and expression. 
I 
think we all parted with mutual es­ 
teem -personal esteem.” 
Senator Davis said he had not seen 
any of 
his colleagues 
in the senate 
since his return with the exception of 
Senator Nelson, and lie had no idea 
what the feeling in that body was 
In I t c u n r i l t o t h e T r e i i t y . 
Me said he hoped the treaty would be 
disposed of at the present session of 
congress. 
Senator 
Frye 
was quite 
frank in his discussion of many m at­ 
ters Incidental 
to 
the commission’s 
work, and threw light on the savagery 
of Spain 
toward the 
Filipinos. 
On 
that point he said: 
“One can hardly conceive anything 
more outrageous and horrible than lias 
been the Spanish government of the 
Philippines. 
The evidence furnished 
us of cruelty and brutality disclosed a 
situation far more shocking than any­ 
thing we have heard of tlie Spanish 
treatment in Cuba.

Col. 
W hittier showed us a number of stat­

prisoner, 
illustrating

modes of torture inflicted upon pris­ 
oners by the Spanish religious orders, 
not by tlie local priests, who are kind­ 
ly disposed toward the people; not by 
the Jesuits, who are engaged in edu­ 
cational work, and 
are 
doing great 
good, but by the religious orders from 
outside. The licentiousness, greed and 
shocking cruelty 
practiced 
by these 
people upon the 
Inhabitants of the 
Philippines 
I* T o o H o r r i b l e 
for contemplation. 
One of tlie statu ­ 
ettes represents 
a man 
with a ring 
through his nose attached 
to a rope 
running through a pulley to the ceiling 
and a friar lifting him off his feet by 
the nose and then letting him down to 
make him confess that he was a Ma­ 
son. 
Another 
was 
a man with his 
ankles in stocks and a friar inflicting 
upon him the bastinado to make him 
confess that he belonged to a secret 
society. 
Photographs were shown us 
of the shooting of hundreds of natives 
there by the 
Spanish 
soldiers, the 
prisoners bound and lined up along the 
street, the soldiers facing them, and 
always made a grand fete and holiday. 
The pictures showed the crowds as­ 
sembled and the men lined up just be­ 
fore t hey were shot. 
Another showed 
them failing after the order had been 
given to fire, and 
they were photo­ 
graphed lying 
dead 
on the ground. 
The stories of horror the people suf­ 
fered in the black hole, the testimony 
of photography and that taken from 
reliable witnesses disclosed a brutality 
inflicted upon the Filipinos under the 
Spanish rule equal to any of the hor­ 
rors of the inquisition.” 
“Do you think the treaty will be rati­ 
fied at an early date?” 
“I haven’t talked with my colleagues 
and do not know what the disposition 
of the senate is.”

AMERICANS NOW HOLD ILOILO. 


Hands 


Washington, Dec. 28— Senators Frye 
and Davis, members of the late peace 
commission, 
called 
at 
the 
White 
House yesterday for a chat with the 
president. 
Senator Frye afterward 
visited the state department and Sen­ 
ator Davis went 
to hic committee 
room at tlfe capitol. Senator Davis 
■will not talk at length of the treaty or 
the work of the commission at Paris. 
He said in answer to inquiries: 
“It has been extremely gratifying to 
learn that the American people gen­ 
erally approve the work of the peace 
commission. 
It often 
happened In 
Paris that after we had taken some 
Important action we would not learn 
for ten or twelve days how It had been 
received by the people in this country. 
After an interval of ten or twelve clays 
we would get the newspapers and for 
the first time see how our action had 
been accepted by the people. We are 
inclined to feel satisfied and exceed­ 
ingly gratified with the apparent ap­ 
proval with which our lobors seem to 
have been received here. 
Our inter­ 
course with the Spanish commission­ 
ers from beginning to end was courte­ 
ous, and our parting was exceedingly 
friendly in manner and expression. I 
think we all parted with mutual es­ 
teem-personal esteem.” 
Senator Davis said he had not seen 
any of his colleagues in the senate 
since his return with the exception of 
Senator Nelson, and he had no Idea 
wiiat the feeling in that body was 
In Regard to the Treaty. 
He said he hoped the treaty would be 
disposed of at the present session of 
congress. 
Senator Frye was quite 
frank in his discussion of many mat­ 
ters incidental 
to 
the commission’s 
work, and threw light on the savagery 
of Spain toward the Filipinos. 
On 
that point he said: 
“One can hardly conceive anything 
more outrageous and horrible than has 
been the Spanish government of the 
Philippines. 
The evidence furnished 
us of cruelty and brutality disclosed a 
situation far more shocking than any­ 
thing we have heard of the Spanish 
treatment In Cuba. The practices of 
the inquisition were in vogue. Col. 
Whittier showed us a number of stat­ 
uettes, made by a Filipino, who was a 
Spanish 
prisoner, illustrating 
the 
modes of torture inflicted upon pris­ 
oners by the Spanish religious orders, 
not by the local priests, who are kind­ 
ly disposed toward the people; not by 
tile Jesuits, who are engaged in edu­ 
cational wark, and 
are doing great 
good, but by the religious orders from 
outside. The licentiousness, greed and 
shocking cruelty practiced by these 
people upon the 
inhabitants of the 
Philippines 
la Too Horrible 
for contemplation. One of the statu­ 
ettes represents a man with a ring 
through his nose attached to a rope 
running through a pulley to the ceiling 
and a friar lifting him off his feet by 
the nose and then letting him down to 
make him confess that he was a Ma­ 
son. 
Another was a man with his 
ankles in stocks and a friar inflicting 
upon him the bastinado to make him 
confess that he belonged to a secret 
society. 
Photographs were shown us 
of the shooting of hundreds of natives 
there by the 
Spanish 
soldiers, the 
prisoners bound and lined up along the 
street, the soldiers facing them, and 
always made a grand fete and holiday. 
The pictures showed the crowds as­ 
sembled and the men* lined up just be­ 
fore they w'ere shot. Another showed 
them falling after the order had been 
, given to fire, and 
they were photo­ 
graphed lying dead 
on the ground. 
The stories of horror the people suf­ 
fered In the black hole, the testimony 
of photography and that taken from 
reliable witnesses disclosed a brutality 
inflicted upon the Filipinos under the 
Spanish rule equal to any of the hor­ 
rors of the inquisition.” 
“Do you think the treaty will be rati­ 
fied at an early date?” 
“I haven’t talked with my colleagues 
and do not know what the disposition 
of the senate is.” 


The 
Spanish 
Commander 
Over the City. 
Madrid, Dec. 20. — Gen. Rios, the 
Spanish commander 
In the Visayas, 
has telegraphed 
to the 
government 
from Hollo, capital of the Island of 
Pa nay, under date of Dec. 24, aa fol­ 
lows: 
“Am preparing to embark on the 
steamer Ia*o XIII. for Zamboanga, is­ 
land of Mindanao, having yesterday 
formally surrendered Iloilo, in tile 
presence of tile 
military and naval 
commanders, the mayor and the for­ 
eign consuls. Have charged tho Ger­ 
man consul with the protection of 
Spanish interests. Shall arrive at Mil- 
nila by the end of this month.” 
Though the dispatch is ambiguous, It 
Is assumed here that the surrender of 
Iloilo was to the Americans. 


Washington, Dec. 29. A long cable­ 
gram wfas received 
during the day 
from Gen. Otis at Manila, describing 
the situation there. Its contents were 
not made public, but it is known that 
he mentions no outbreak, wliieh gives 
a negative encouragement to the of­ 
ficials. though it is apprehended that 
Gen. Otis is meeting with difficulty in 
securing the release of the Spanish 
prisoners, which lie was charged to 
effect. 


SAGASTA NOT SO WORSE. 


Dnngceron* Symptoms of HI* Dl*en*e 
ranRing Awny. 
London, Dec. 29.—The Madrid corre­ 
spondent of the Daily Mail says: The 
dangerous symptoms of Senor Sagas- 
ta’s illness are passing away. In the 
course of conversation with his inti­ 
mates before the malady became seri­ 
ous. he spoke bitterly of tile anxiety 
which the peace negotiations and Hie 
lack of generosity on the part of the 
Americans had caused him. 
During 
the future he 
thought 
that in five 
years lie could effect radical reforms 
In all parts 
of 
the administration. 
His plan would be to divide the de­ 
partment of public works, agriculture, 
industry, commerce and education in 
tw’o, aud possibly three different min­ 
istries, because the work of reorgan­ 
izing the country would fall greatly 
upon these departments. 


COMMANDER NOT BLAMED. 


Court of Inqnlry Report* It* Find­ 
ing* a* to the Ma«*achii»ett*’ Ac­ 
cident. 
Washington, Dec. 29—The report of 
the proceedings and findings of the 
court of inquiry appointed to fix re­ 
sponsibility for the stranding of the 
battleship Massachusetts recently in 
New York harbor, has 
reached the 
navy department and is now in the 
hands of Capt. Lemley, judge advo­ 
cate general, for preliminary examina­ 
tion and verdict. It is believed, in the 
absence of official statements on the 
subject, that no blame is attached to 
the commander of the ship. 


“CUBAN NAVY** TIED UP. 


She I* Said to Be an Unseaworthy 
Craft. 
New York, Dee. 29.—The ferryboat 
J. H. Brinkerhoff, the Cuban navy, 
did not sail for Cuba on Saturday a a 
was expected, but Is still tied up at 
Stapleton. 
Considerable difficulty is 
being experienced in shipping a crew 
to take the vessel to Cuba, as her abil­ 
ity to w ithstand rough weather on the 
open sea is questioned. 
It is alleged 
that the Brinkerhoff returned the first 
time, cot on account of the fire which 
broke out on board, but owing to the 
fact that the crew became mutinous 
and refused to continue the voyage.

Improvements at betell Lake. 
The Indian commissioner has de­ 
cided to recommend an appropria­ 
tion of #3,500 for the construction of 
a residence at Leech Lake for the use 
of Capt. Mercer, the agent, who will 
soon leave for his new post. 
There 
are no buildings at Leech I>ake suit­ 
able for dwelling purposes for the 
agent, and the senate will be asked 
to include the item in the Indian 
bill, which has passed the house, says 
a Washington correspondent. 
The 
commissioner will probably urge an 
appropriation for a small boat which 
will be used for the transportation 
of supplies and also to enable Capt.

If the dam should go and the 
magnificent booming privileges at 
Rice Lake be destroyed, there is no 
doubt that it would result in the 
moving of tho Brainerd Lumber 
Co. s extensive plant elsewhere up 
the river, a loss which would be fatal 
to the city. 
Hence, as a measure of 
self-protect ion, the council should 
see to it that the dam be repaired at 
once aud all danger removed.

Now, before his term has expired, to 
begin to talk of his successor, to lay

him and 
schemes for depriving him of a re­ 
nomination two years hence, should 
he be a candidate, lay the rcpubli 
cans of this district l iable to a charge 
of the basest ingratitude, a charge 
they can hardly afford to have laid 
at their door. 
Tho attem pt at this 
time to work up a boom for anyone is 
premature and ill-advised.”

INDIAN SIG N A L S E R V IC E . 


Th«*>- lln v r I.OUK T e le p h o n e * ! 1*5 (Im*

Travelers in uncivilized countries 
hnvo often wondered how Homo savage 
tribes were abl© to transmit nows !<>r 
hundreds of miles with no apparent 
facilities for doing so. 
An interesting 
light is thown on this subject by Jose 
Bach, who tells of the means by which 
the Indians on the Amazon conuuuni 
cate with each other at a distance. Tim 
natives live in groups of IOU to -OO 
persons iii settlements half a mile or a 
mile apart. 
Iii each dwelling thoro is a 
wooden drum, which is buried for half 
its height in sand mixed with frag 
meuts of wood, bono and mica, and Iuih 
a triple diaphragm of leather, wood 
and rubber. 
When this drum i« struck 
with a wooden mallet, the sound travels 
far aud is distinctly beard in tho other 
drums in tho neighboring dwellings. 
It is beyond doubt that the transmis 
siou of tho sound takes place through 
the earth, since the blows struck arn 
scarcely audible outside of the hon es 
in which the instrumentH uro placed. 
After a “ malocca, ” or dwelling, lias 
been “ called up ” by an initial blow 
conversation is carried on between the 
two drums. 
Mr. Bach's explanation is 
that the communication is facilitut* d 
by the nature of the ground, the drums 
doubtless resting upon one and tho same 
stratum 
of rock, since transmission 
through ordinary alluvial earth could 
not be depended upon. 
This method 
furnishes an ingenious modification of 
the process employed by Indians for 
perceiving distant noises, such an tim 
gallop of a horse, which consists in ap­ 
plying the ear to the eurth.-— tit. Louis 
Globe-Democrat

Travelers in uncivilized countries 
have often wondered how some wav ti go 
tribes were able to trantunit uown for 
hundreds of miles with 110 apparent 
facilities for doing so. An interesting 
light la thown on this subject by Jose 
Bach, who tells of the means by which 
the Indians on the Amazon communi­ 
cate with each other at a distance. Tho 
natives live in groups of IOO to 200 
persons in settlements half a mile or a 
mile apart In each dwelling there is a 
wooden dram, which is buried for half 
its height in sand mixed with frag­ 
ments of wood, bone and mica, and has 
a triple diaphragm of leather, wood 
and rubber. When this drum is str u c k 
with a wooden mallet, the sound travels 
far and is distinctly beard in the other 
drums in the neighboring dwellings 
It la beyond doubt that the trail nm is 
aion of the sound takes place through 
the earth, ainee the blows Htruck aru 
■oaroely audible outside of the houses 
In whloh the instruments are placed. 
After a "malocca,” or dwelling, has 
been "called up” by an initial blow 
oonveraation la carried ou between the 
two drama. Mr. Bach’s explanutiou is 
that tha communication is facilitated 
by tho nature of the ground, the drums 
doubtless resting upon one and the huiuo 
stratum of rook, since transmission 
through ordinary alluvial earth could 
not bo depended upon. This method 
fnrniahoa en ingenious modification of 
the prooeea employed by Indians for 
perceiving distant noises, such as tho 
gallop of a horse, which consists in up 
plying the ear to the earth.—tit. Louis 
Globe-Democrat

Statistics show that, whereas Great 
Britain in 1840 produced 75 per cent of 
tho world’s supply of coal, at the pres­ 
et time it produces only 34 per cent, 
says Nature. 
Atlantic liners no longer 
carry coal from Great Britain for the 
return journey; 
they 
now 
take in 
American coal, and no less than 1,500,- j 
000 tons of American coal were thus 
consumed in 1895. The condition of the 
iron manufacturing industries has al­ 
ways exercised a most important influ­ 
ence on the production of coal so that 
a large demand for iron draws with 
it a large demand for mineral fuel. Dur­ 
ing the 
last 
twenty-five 
years the 
world’s production of pig iron has in­ 
creased from 12,000,000 to 
26,000,000 
tons; 
hut 
the 
share 
taken 
by 
Great 
Britain 
has 
fallen 
from 
48.8 
per 
cent 
to 
29 
per 
cent, 
w hile 
that 
of 
the 
United 
States 
has increased from 14.1 per cent to 
26.2 per cent, that of Germany from 
11.4 per cent to 21.4 per cent, and that 
of Russia from 3 per rent to 4.7 per 
cent. 
Indeed, iron is now being im­ 
ported from the United States into this 
country, and, 
incredible 
as it may 
seem, the railway station at Middles- 
borough, the center of the iron trade, 
is built of iron brought from Belgium. 
Surely, then, the author of “Our Coal 
Resources at the Close of the Nine­ 
teenth 
Century” 
is hardly 
right In 
thinking that British coal 
and 
Iron 
still hold their own. 
He argues that 
other countries of Europe are exhaust­ 
ing their coal supplies just as Great 
Britain, yet the figures he gives show 
that Germany has in reserve, within a 
depth of 3,000 feet, 109.000,000.000 tons 
of coal, as compared with our 81,683,- 
000,000 tons within a depth of 4,000 feet. 
And this estim ate 
does 
not include 
brown coal, of which Germany raises 
25,000,000 tons annually. 


P ro b a b le Thai*!?** in t h e R u b b e r I n d u s tr y 
Hitherto rubber has usually been se­ 
cured by the wasteful method of cut­ 
ting down the trees. 
The recent dis­ 
covery that the leaves furnish a purer 
and more copious supply of gum than 
the trees, promises to produce a great \ 
change in that industry.

Statistics show that, whereas Great 
Britain in 1840 produced 75 per cent of 
the world’s supply of coal, at tho pres­ 
et time it produces only 34 per cent, 
says Nature. Atlantic liners no longer 
carry coal from Great Britain for the 
return journey; 
they 
now 
take in 
American coal, and no less than 1,500,- 
000 tons of American coal were thin 
consumed in 1895. The condition of the 
iron manufacturing industries has al­ 
ways exercised a most important influ­ 
ence on the production of coal so that 
a large demand for iron draw* with 
it a large demand for mineral fuel. Dur­ 
ing the 
last 
twenty-five 
years the 
world's production of pig iron has in­ 
creased from 12,000,000 to 
26,000,000 
tons; 
but 
the 
share 
taken 
by 
Great 
Britain 
has 
fallen 
from 
48.8 
per 
cent 
to 
29 
per cent, 
while 
that 
of 
the United 
States 
has increased from 14.1 per cent to 
26.2 per cent, that of Germany from 
11.4 per cent to 21.4 per cent, and that 
of Russia from 3 per cent to 4.7 per 
cent. 
Indeed, iron is now being im­ 
ported from the United States into this 
country, and, 
incredible 
as it may 
seem, the railway station at Middles­ 
borough, the center of the iron trade. 
is built of iron brought from Belgium. 
Surely, then, the author of “Our Coal 
Resources at the Close of the Nine­ 
teenth 
Century” is hardly right in 
thinking that British coal 
and 
iron 
still hold their own. 
He argues that 
other countries of Europe are exhaust­ 
ing their coal supplies just as Great 
Britain, yet the figures he gives show 
that Germany has In reserve, within a 
depth of 3,000 feet, 109,000,000,000 ton* 
of coal, as compared with our 81,683,- 
000,000 tons within a depth of 4,000 feet. 
And this estimate 
does 
not include 
brown coal, of which Germany raises 
25,000,000 tons annually.

Hitherto rubber has usually been se­ 
cured by the wasteful method of cut­ 
ting down the trees. The recent dis­ 
covery that the leaves furnish a purer 
and more copious supply of gum than 
the trees, promises to produce a great \ Denver.

Ttie N o v lu s C u rd limits In P o r t u g a l . 
A report sent out by the United 
States D epartm ent of Agriculture says: 
The D e p artm ent of Agriculture 
of 
Portugal, thro u g h Dr. Howard, e n to ­ 
mologist of the United States D ep art­ 
m en t of Agriculture, and the courteous 
co-operation of the State Board of H o r ­ 
ticulture of California, has succeeded 
in repeating in Portugal the wonderful 
success effected in 
California some 
years ago partly through the efforts of 
the d e p a rtm e n t in saving the orange 
industry of that state from a n n ih ila ­ 
tion, owing to the depredations of the 
white or fluted scale (Icerya purchasi), 
hy the Introduction from Australia of 
the Novius (Vedalia) cardinalis, which 
preys upon the scale and thus keeps it 
in check. 
In September, 1896, Dr. Howard was 
appealed to hy Portuguese authorities 
for advice as to the most efficacious 
m eans of combating the ravages of the 
scale which had appeared in disastrous 
num bers in the 
orange and lemon 
groves along the river Tagus. 
Dr. 
How ard having satisfied himself, hy 
exam ination of photographs and speci­ 
mens of the Insect received from P o r ­ 
tugal, th a t it was 
undoubtedly 
the 
Icerya purchasi of California experi­ 
ence, strongly advised his Portuguese 
correspondents to a tt e m p t the in tro ­ 
duction of the Novlus cardinalis and 
pledged his co-operation in an effort to 
secure specimens and ship th em to 
Portugal. 
His advice and proffers of 
assistance were cordially accepted. In 
October, 1897, Dr. H o w ard secured from 
th e 
State 
Board of H orticulture of 
California about sixty specimens of the 
Novius cardinalis, in the adult condi­ 
tion, and some larvae. 
These were 
packed in moss with a plentiful supply 
of Icerya as food, and forwarded from 
W a sh in g to n by direct mail. 
Only five 
of the Novius reached Portugal alive. 
They were at once placed in glass ja rs 
at the Chemical Agricultural E x p e ri­ 
m e n t Station at Lisbon and were so 
successfully cared for t h a t when heard 
from in December there was already a 
n u m e ro us progeny. 
Novem ber 22, a second colony of the 
beetles was received from 
California. 
In order to hasten the 
Journey of this colony to Portugal, Dr. 
H o w ard took the packet to New York 
and placed it in cold storage, awaiting 
the arrival of the direct ste a m e r to Lis­ 
bon. 
But in spite of these precau­ 
tions, and owing to several u n f o r tu n ­ 
ate delays In transit, the packet did not 
reach Lisbon until forty-four days after 
it left California. 
One male and five 
females were still alive, and, owing to 
the g reat care taken of them hy the 
Po rtu g u ese officials, these survived and 
multiplied. 
Owing to the great fe­ 
cundity of the Novlus, the breedings 
from the six which reached Lisbon II 
a few m o n th s reached m any thousands, 
and colonies were established in Lis­ 
bon and its environs. 
R eports received by Dr. H oward last 
August were to the effect th a t many 
th ou sa n d s of the beetles had been dis­ 
trib u te ! and already about ninety col­ 
onies had 
been established 
in 
and 
around Lisbon. 
In the orange orchard 
around the propagation station 
the 
beetles and larvae of 4 ivius were reck 
oned hy millions and colonies were be­ 
ing distributed daily to farm ers and 


gardeners who asked for them. Senhor 
Lecocq, who had charge of the work at 
Lisbon gratefuijy acknowledges the in­ 
valuable benefit done 
to Portuguese 
agriculture and horticulture by the ’n- 
troduH ion of tho beetle. 
Later infor­ 
mation is to tho effect that colonies of 
the Novius were established on not less 
th a n 
4S7 
♦■HtftJes, 
whence naturally 
m any other* were formed by radiation. 
Gardens and orchards t h a t were c o m ­ 
pletely infested 
with the scale and 
nearly ruined are today entirely clean 
or well on the way tow ard becoming 
so. 
The entomologist would not have 
been able to assist the Portuguese gov­ 
e r n m e n t in accomplishing this great 
work had it not been for the e nlight­ 
ened policy of the State Board of Hor­ 
ticulture of California in continuing 
the breeding in confinement of these 
predaceous beetles long after any ap­ 
parently urgent 
necessity for such 
work 
had disappeared 
in California, 
and for the prompt courtesy of tho 
hoard in placing living specimens at 
his disposal. 


Draining M u ck . 
The great value of these soils when 
properly reclaimed has led Kuropean 
fa rm e rs and investigators to devote 
m uch a tte n tio n to their utilization, aiul 
increased attention is being directed to 
the sam e subject in this country, says 
the an n u a l report of the d epartm ent of 
Agriculture, 
The salt m a rs h e s , es p e­ 
cially along the New Knglutid coast, 
have been extensively used for many 
years for the production of forage, ami 
in m an y cases expensive and elaborate 
sy stem s of reclam atio n have been c a r­ 
ried out on them. 
Reclaimed swamp 
or m uck soils are 
being 
extensively 
utilized in Michigan, Ohio, and other 
regions for the production of celery 
nnd onions, for which they seem to ho 
peculiarly adapted. 
Several of the ex­ 
p erim en t stations, 
notably 
those 
of 
W isconsin, I n d ia n a and Michigan, have 
u n d e rta k e n to study the best means of 
reclaim ing such soils. 
W hile th e con­ 
ditions vary considerably in different 
cases an d each soli may present some 
peculiar conditions of Its own, the gen­ 
eral principles and practices are the 
sam e for all this class of soilH. 
T h o r ­ 
ough d ra in a g e is t h e 
first 
essential. 
This is not only necessary for the p u r­ 
pose of rem o v in g the excess of water, 
but to allow the free circulation of uii 
in the soil, In order th a t th e poisonous 
com pounds which are usually present 
m ay be oxidized 
and th u s rendered 
harmless, and that the processes of de­ 
composition a n d nitrification so neces­ 
sary in this class of soil may be set up. 
T he d rain ag e is best accomplished at 
first by m e a n s of open ditches a t f re ­ 
quent intervals. 
Muck 
soils 
settle 
greatly when drained, and If tiles art 
laid In the soft muck they will rise to 
ward the surface, and th u s become In ­ 
effective. 
Draining is most effective 
when carried o u t grad u ally and the soil 
should not be allowed to dry out too 
quickly, since its m echanical condition 
m ay he th u s injuriously affected, its a b ­ 
sorptive power for w ater In m any cases 
is alm ost completely destroyed, and the 
decomposition of the 
organic 
matter 
greatly retarded. 
After the soil has 
become firm tiles m ay he laid, espe­ 
cially if collars are used. 
Thu In d ia n a 
station has shown th a t in case of the 
black soils of th a t state, which are 
probably representative of a class, tile 
dra in a g e is effective only when the 
sand and gravel which underlie such 
soils a re tapped. 
By sinking In this 
un d e rly ing layer of sand or gravel a 
series of wells which 
are 
connected 
with tile at the depth at which It Is d e ­ 
sired to m a in ta in the w ater level, the 
soils 
m ay 
probably 
he 
th oroughly 
drained w ith o u t difiiculty. 


A C h e a p I re H ou se , 
No expensive stru c tu re is needed for 
an ice house, th ou g h th e re Is an ob­ 
ject to have no wasting away, it should 
Le m ade tighter th a n where this does 
not m a tte r so much, says a writer in 
C ountry Gentleman. 
Slabs 
from the 
saw mill do very nicely for the roof, 
and the sides may also he of rough 
hoards. 
W h ere desired th e Ice house 
m ay be one corner of th e woodshed 
partitioned off, in which ice will keep 
quite as well as in a m ore costly stru c ­ 
ture. 
E ven sta c k in g Is often resorted 
to, hy laying down rails for a floor, on 
which to stack the blocks co m p a ra tiv e ­ 
ly. 
Cover heavily with some m aterial 
which 
is non-conducting, 
such 
as 
straw, hay, etc., finishing the top so 
as to shed rain, bracing the sides with 
boards and rails to keep covering in 
position. 
Care m ust he taken in g e t­ 
ting at th e ice, always to open at same 
place and cover up th oroughly, or some 
hot day will tu r n it to water. 
In p u t­ 
ting In the Ice no m a t te r where it may 
he, alw ays surround it with non-con­ 
ducting m aterial like sawdust. 


Too L ate Melons.— Every year, when 
frost cuts the tender leaves of melons 
and stops fu rth e r growth, the cultiva­ 
tor finds a great n u m b e r of melons 
unripe, and therefore worthless. 
For 
an unripe melon, being mostly water, 
and h av in g very little substance, isn’t 
w orth much as feed for stock and is 
not, indeed, as good as a green p u m p ­ 
kin of the sam e weight. 
Of course all 
this e x tra growth of vine and the u n ­ 
ripe m elons on it is wasted p lan t food. 
If concentrated on the melons earlier 
started, it would m ake th em larger and 
also m a k e th em ripen earlier. 
With 
a small a m o u n t of trouble both the 
n u m b e r and value of ripe melons may 
be thus Increased.—Ex. 


Grow th of S tra w b e rry 
Pla nts.—As 
the stra w b e rry plant Increases its root 
grow th even in cold weather, when 
th e ground Is not frozen, and ripens 
its fruit early in the spring, a part of 
the m a n u re should be applied in the 
fall, especially if it Le stable m anure, i 
As a top dressing its value Is then 
doubled, for Its fertilizing powers are ' 
m ost effective. 
As a mulch it protect* 
from cold, and it lessens t h e freezing 
and h eaving of the ground, so dam ag- • 
ing to the roots.

A very similar insect to the round- 
headed borer, both in appearance and 
In habits to the spotted apple-tree bor­ 
er (Saperda cretata). The adult beetle 
is of nearly the same size and form as 
the round-headed borer, differing su­ 
perficially by having two white spots 
on each elytron Instead of the longitud­ 
inal white lines which distinguish the 
latter. The larva and pupa are so sim­ 
ilar that no description need be made 
of them. Although the species has a 
fairly wide distribution, corresponding 
somewhat closely to that of the com­ 
mon species, specific injury by it has 
only been noted In two states, In Mich­ 
igan by Prof. A. J. Cook and In Iowa 
by Prof. H. Osborn. 
In the former 
state this borer is reported as quite as 
common and destructive as Saperda 
candida. Its occurrence is also record­ 
ed in Canada, New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and Ohio, and there are 
specimens in the National Museum also 
from Northern Illinois and Texas. It 
has only been observed injuring apple 
and wild crab, but Its occurrence bas 
also been noted 
on June-berry and 
thorn. According to Osborn the ‘‘eggs 
are evidently laid in pairs, half an Inch 
or more apart, along the branch, the 
larvae of each pair 
upon 
hatching 


gardeners who asked for them. Senhor

parently urgent 
necessity for such 
work had disappeared in California, 
and for the prompt courtesy of the 
board in placing living specimens at 
his disposal.

The great value of these soils when 
properly reclaimed has led European 
farmers and investigutors to devote 
much attention to their utilization, and 
increased attention is being directed to 
the same subject in this country, says 
the annual report of the department of 
Agriculture. The salt marshes, espe­ 
cially along the New England coast, 
havo been extensively used for many 
years for the production of forage, and 
In many cases expensive and elaborato 
systems of reclamation have been car­ 
ried out on them. Reclaimed swamp 
or muck soils ore being extensively 
utilized in Michigan, Ohio, and other 
regions for the production of celery 
and onions, for which they seem to bo 
peculiarly adapted. Several of the ex­ 
periment stations, notably those of 
Wisconsin, Indiana and Michigan, have 
undertaken to study the best means of 
reclaiming such soils. While the con­ 
ditions vary considerably In different 
cases and each soil may present some 
peculiar conditions of its own, the gen­ 
eral principles and practices are the 
same for all this class of soils. Thor­ 
ough drainage is the first essential. 
This is not only necessary for the pur­ 
pose of removing the excess of water, 
but to allow the free circulation of ail 
In the soil, in order that the poisonous 
compounds which are usually present, 
may be oxidized 
and thus rendered 
harmless, and that the processes of de 
composition and nitrification so neces 
nary In this class of soil may be set up 
The drainage is best accomplished at 
first by means of open ditches at fre­ 
quent intervals. 
Muck 
soils 
settle 
greatly when drained, and lf tiles arc- 
laid In the soft muck they will rise to­ 
ward the surface, and thus become in ­ 
effective. 
Draining is most effective 
when carried out gradually and the soil 
should not be allowed to dry out too 
quickly, since its mechanical condition 
may be thus injuriously affected, its ab­ 
sorptive power for water in many cases 
is almost completely destroyed, and the

ticulture of California, has succeeded 
In repeating in Portugal the wonderful 
success effected In 
California some 
years ago partly through the efforts of 
the department in saving the orange 
Industry of that state from annihila 
Hon, owing to the depredations of the 
white or fluted scale (leerya purchasi), 
by the introduction from Australia of 
the Novius (Vedalia) c a rd in a l, which 
preys upon the scale and thus keeps It 
In check. 
In September, 1896, Dr. Howard was 
appealed to by Portuguese authorities 
for advice as to the most efficacious 
means of combating the ravages of the 
scale which had appeared in disastrous 
numbers In the 
orange and lemon 
groves along the river Tagus. 
Dr. 
Howard having satisfied himself, by 
examination of photographs and speci­ 
mens of the insect received from Por 
fugal, that it was 
undoubtedly 
the 
Icerya purchasi of California experi­ 
ence, strongly advised his Portuguese 
correspondents to attempt the intro 
duction of the Novius cardlnalis and 
pledged his co-operation In an effort lo 
secure specimens and ship them to 
Portugal. His advice and proffers of 
assistance were cordially accepted. In 
October, 1897, Dr. Howard secured from 
the State Board of Horticulture of 
California about sixty specimens of the 
Novius cardlnalis, in the adult condi­ 
tion, and some larvae. 
These were 
packed in moss with a plentiful supply 
of Icerya as food, and forwarded from 
Washington by direct mail. Only five 
of the Novius reached Portugal alive. 
They were at once placed in glass Jars 
at the Chemical Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station at Lisbon and were so 
successfully cared for that when heard 
from in December there was already a 
numerous progeny. 
November 22, a second colony of the 
predatory beetles was received from 
California. 
In order to hasten the 
Journey of this colony to Portugal, Dr. 
Howard took the packet to New York 
and placed it in cold storage, awaiting 
the arrival of the direct steamer to Lis­ 
bon. But in spite of these precau­ 
tions, and owing to several unfortun­ 
ate delays in transit, the packet did not 
reach Lisbon until forty-four days after 
it left California. One male and five 
females were still alive, and, owing to 
the great care taken of them by the 
Portuguese officials, these survived and 
multiplied. 
Owing to the great fe­ 
cundity of the Novius, the breedings 
from the six which reached Lisbon In 
a few months reached many thousands, 
and colonies were established in Lis­ 
bon and Its environs. 
Reports received by Dr. Howard last 
August were to the effect that many 
thousands of the beetles had been dis­ 
tributed and already about ninety col­ 
onies had been established in 
and 
around Lisbon. 
In the orange orchard 
around the propagation station 
the 
beetles and larvae of .iivius were reck­ 
oned by millions and colonies were be­ 
in ! distributed daily to farmers and 


greatly retarded.

In put­ 
ting in the Ice no m atter where It may 
be, always surround It with non-con­ 
ducting material like sawdust. 


Too Late Melons.— Every year, when 
frost cuts the tender leaves of melons 
and stops further growth, the cultiva­ 
tor finds a great number of melons 
unripe, and therefore worthless. 
For 
an unripe melon, being mostly water, 
and having very little substance, Isn’t 
worth much as feed for stock and Is 
not, Indeed, as good as a green pump­ 
kin of the same weight. Of course all 
this extra growth of vine and the un­ 
ripe melons on It Is wasted plant food. 
If concentrated on the melons earlier 
started, It would make them larger and 
also make them ripen earlier.

a small amount of trouble both the 
number and value of ripe melons may I 
be thus increased.—Ex.
